To the Legislature of Mississippi : 


I have the honor, herewith, to present to your Honorable 
Body, the annexed report of this department of the public ser- 
vice ; with а list of the books added to the State Library 
during the year 1877. 

. The items of expense are set forth in detail, in the several 
papers of this report; the youchers are on file. 

. The expenditure for the Library was for law and medical 
books ; for express, freight, postage, stationery, shelving, and 
incidental repairs. 

The expenditure for the capitol and grounds, was for repairs 
necessary for keeping the building in such condition as to pre- 
serve, and render it habitable ; for purchasing stoves and pumps 
to replace those no longer fit for use; for repairs of the roof, 
dome, chimneys, windows, cisterns, plastering, lightning rods, 
etc., etc. 

Many important and very necessary repairs and improve- 
ments are yet tobe made. The ceilings in several rooms are in 
danger of falling, and the walls are badly cracked. The cover- 
ing on the floor of the Representives’ Hall is worn out, and 
the floor should be newly covered. 

No money has been expended for the purchase of any article 
of furniture, except for chairs needed in several offices in the 
building. 

Since my last report, I hte opened room No. 6, to the right 
of, and opening into the Library proper. I have found i in the 

i Capitol sufficient furniture to fit it up for Library purposes. 

Pursuant to legal requirements, and by order of the Trustees 
of the Library, a complete catalogue has been made of all the 
books in use (belonging to the Library.) 

Library No. 1 contains about fifteen thousand (15,000) vol- 
umes. Library No. 2 about. twelve thousand (12,000) vol- 
umes—making an aggregate of about twenty-seven thousand 

(27,000) bound volumes belonging to the State Library.
